The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Regarding claim 1, the closest cited prior art [Ratnakar et al. (US Patent No. 6,233,359)] 
fails to teach or suggest a method of transcoding image data in a compressed format comprising 
the steps of: decoding differential pulse code modulation DC frequency components of plural 
image blocks; partitioning the image into a plurality of image cells, each image cell including a 
plurality of image blocks; recoding DC frequency components of plural image blocks in 
differential pulse code modulated format, said differential pulse code modulated of said image 
blocks contained solely within a corresponding image cell; extracting the Huffinan tables from 
the image data; storing said extracted Huffrnan tables together with an indication of an associated 
image cell in a header for said image cell; identifying image blocks by a block count; and 
recoding said identified image blocks into corresponding image cells. 

Dependent claims 2-6 are also allowed for the same reasons as above.
